Sane Clothes and Heat- 
Producing Food Are a 
Good Insurance Against 


Catching Colds 


DCFORE we begin on treatment 
for colds, let’s talk about. 
some dominant factors in taking 
cold. In nine cases out of ten. the 
liset symptom of a cold is a sense 
of chilliness. 
This -mey be 
only a faint 
crinkle cf 
chilliness up 
and down the 
spine. It may 
show itselt ir 
cold toes and 
fingers, or a 
real sense of 
yaving cooled 
off too much 
can take hold 
of you.

We must have 
the heat-producing foods in our 
Giet atid we can stand a great 
dec! more mush and molasses, 
por: and beans. and flapjacks or 
puckwheat cakes in chilly 
weather. 


We get our energy from the 
combustion of the food elements 
as they are broken up for ab- 
sorption by the tissues. Hence, if 
we are actively employed and us- 
ing up our energy. we need the 
more heat-producing or carbo- 
hydrate type of food. 

We must keep in mind that the 
very best source of heat is pure 
air and its content of oxygen. 
There is no way to set the fires 
glowing within one better than 
to inhale deep full breaths of 
fresh air into the lungs. If you 
would get the full benefit of fresh 
air, inhale deeply and more deep- 
lv until every one of the millions 
cf air cells in the entire respira- 
tory tract has been filled and 
emptied several times. 

When we have been properly 
fortified, both inside and out, we 
shall still find ourselves in need 
of seli-control. The worst thing 
you can do for a chilly feeling is 
to shiver and draw yourself up 
into a knot. If you are all pimply 
with gooseflesh, rub the skin 
hriskly for a moment, wrists to 
clbows or ankles to knees, and 
beck again. And don’t shiver!

This will raise the chest, while 
the rest of the body is flat on 
the floor. Put your arms straight 
up above your head aud draw in 
your chin. Just lie in this posi- 
tion and breathe deeply for fif- 
teen minutes. 

Now still lying on the floor, 
flatten the hips and abdomen as 
much as you can and roll, at 
least twelve times in cach direc- 
tion. Then practice raising your 
arms alternately, left up, back 


and down; right up and back as 
far as possible then down. Ten 
times with each arm if you can 
spare the time. This one is good 
for the round-shouldered. Next 
do the bicycle exercise. You 
probably know how this is done 
—both feet in the air, pushing 
imaginary pedals up and out 
with first one foot and then the 
other. 


By this time you should be 
ready for a more difficult exer- 
cise. Bring both feet up together, 
pulling with only the abdominal 


muscles. Raise them as far as 
you can. At first it will not be 
very far, but keep at it until you 
can touch the floor back of your 
head.

Fish for Breakfast Offers 


QUESTION: “When I ain 
nervous or excited a big red 
blotch appears on my neck and 
extends up onto one cheek. Some- 
times this will last for several 
hours. Is there anything 1 can 
do to prevent its appearance? It 
is very distressing and spoils my 
good features.—Worried” 

There is very little that can 
be done to prevent the appear- 
ance of the red blotches which 
puzzle even medical men. I have 
known of cases where the 
blotches became less frequent 
and finally disappeared alto- 
gether. Let us hope that this 
happens in your case. ‘Try to 
improve the circulaton in your 
entire body by outdoor exercise. 

When you cleanse or massage 
your face give the neck and up- 
per part of the chest the same 
treatment. Use a tinted powder 
lotion that will make the red 
area less noticeable when it does 
appear. Also watch your diet. 
Avoid rich or spicy foods. Finally 
try to overcome your self-con- 
sciousness. All of these sugges- 
tions will help you conquer your 
“affliction.” 


QUESTION: “My cuticles be- 
come so hard qnd ragged that 
they have to be clipped every two 
or three weeks, although I use a 
cuticle oil and hand lotion regu- 
larly.—Leola.”’ 

Do you work the cuticles back 
while they are soft and flexible 
after you have taken your hands 
out of warm water?

Chance There for Americans :

HE Metropolitan Opera Com- 


: pany’s new regime under the 
financial protection of the Juil- 
liard Music Foundation marks 


the resignation of Gtulio Gatti- 
Casazza as general director. and 
the elevation to that post of 
Herbert Witherspoon, for ten 
years a basso at, the Metropoli- 
tan and of late years ‘connected 
in an executive way With vari- 
ous musical organizations. 

In a sense Mr: Witherspoon s 
ascendeney ‘is both a culmina- 
tion of ‘artistic and executive 
progress and also a return back 
home. He sang at the famous 
old opera house from 1908 to 
1916, when he was a leading 
basso. His repertoire consisted 
of more than twenty roles. and 
critics always found his artistic 
standard of first quality, to say 
nothing of his voice 

For years persons all over the 
country have found fault with 
the Metropotitan’s penchant for 
favoring foreign artists. Of re- 
ceht seasons this has not been 
so true, but not so many years 
ago Geraldine Farrar was ihe 
only big American star in the 
scorapany.. This will now be 
changed with what might be al- 
most. called. a vengeance. Mr. 
Witherspoon remembers those 


other days, and perhaps not so 
kindly. At any rate, having been 
born in Buffalo, N. Y., living the 
regular small boy American lite. 
and being a Yale graduate. his 
background indicates definite 
help for all native singers. 

We himself says: “I regard 
my cause that of American 
music. Why shouldn't we take 
that atlitude? All other nations 
do.” 

That is the tip-off. Mr. 
Witherspoon, however, knows 
some foreigners must be used. 
for he realizes the value of Eu- 
ropean training. He timself 
studied in London, Paris and 
Berlin, and made an. operatic 
debut in London, before doing 
eight years of concert work both 
here and abroad. He came as a 
singer to the Metropolitan in 
1908 and stayed until 1916.

Testy and Nourishing Dishes for Today 
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Good Start for Day’s Work

»REAKFAST is a difficult meal 
in many homes. Some mem- 
bers of the family may go break- 
fastless, others enjoy hearty 
meals. while still others seem to 
get little satistaction out of any- 
thing served to them. 

This state of affairs is often 
the fault of the homemaker who 
lets her breakfasts become mon- 
otonous and dull. And it is pre- 
cisely in the morning that the 
appetite needs to be sliimulated 
and the body fortified by a good 
meal 

Those who have traveled by 
sea know that jaded appetites 
can be stimulated by well-cooked 
fresh or salt fish Try serving 
fish occasionaliy for breakfast 
and see how much more prompt- 
ly your tamily reaches the table 
You will enjoy preparing the 
meal, too, because fish is so quick 
end easy to cook. Here are sug- 
restions for breakfast entrees: 

Fried Smelts 

Wipe the little fish with a 
clean damp cloth. You can bone 
them or ieave them with the 
bone in Roll in sitted bread 
crumbs and fry in butter or 
sweet tat until the smelts are 
golden brown and crisp Covet 
the pan and place over a very 
low flame until you are ready to 
serve them Turn two or three 
times during the trying, drain 
on brown paper and seive cn a 
hot platter with a garnish of 
lemon and parsley. 

Kedgeree 

This Secoteh dish 3s prand for 
breakfast or lunch Stir three 
cups ot cold flaked codfish three 
hard-cooked eggs, coarseiy diced 
three-fourths cup cooked rice. 
and three tablespoons rich cream 
sauce together in a deuble boiler 
until well heated. Add two tea- 
spoons chopped parsley. Serve 
with a ewarnish of crisp buttered 
toast points. Additional toast cr 
muffins and a spicy jam go well 
with thus. 

Salmon Crequeties 

Have one nound cooked lert- 
over salmon. Chop it fine Bloud 
one tablespoon butter with one 
tahlespoon flour. add ane cup 
rich top milk and cook. stirring 
constantly until the satce is 
thick. Add the setmon salt and 
pepper to season and cook until 
thoroughly heated Then stir in 
a well beaten egg and remove 
from the flie. When the mixiure 
is cold shape into croquettes. dip 
into beaten egg and roll in fine 
cracker crumbs. Brown quickly 
in hot. deep fat Sprinkle with 
pars.ey and serve a halt-shee of 
lemon for each croauette Com 
muffins go well with these cro- 
quettes. 

Broiled Finan Hadvie 

Place about two pounds of 
finan. haddie in «a deep dish. 
cover witb het water and allow 
to stand on the back of the stove 
for ten minutes Dry the fish 
with a clean cloth and piace on 
a well greased broiler iack Breil.

browned. Divide into servings 
and plate on small ine:vicual 
platters. that are thasoughiv 
heated.
